N animadverting upon this Subject, it 
will be of Uſe to conſider the Cauſes 
and Symptoms of this terrible Calamity; 
for by attending to theſe, ſo as to prevent or 


avoid them, we may preſerve ourſelves and 


others from falling into it. 

This Diſeaſe is generally 1 to be a 
Fever of a particular Kind, and to be ſeated 
in the Nerves: I: is attended with violent 


Pain and Spaſms, which principally affect 


the Pharynx and Muſcles of Deglutition, 
with the Membranes and Veſlels of the Brain. 
It occurs moſt frequently to Dogs and Foxes, 
ariſing from Diſorders inherent to their Na- 
ture, that we are unacquainted with; or 
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from certain accidental Circumſtances, of 8 


which I ſhall take Notice; or from both 
concurring ; and is afterwards, by their Bite, 


communicated to other Animals. . Againſt. 


the firſt of theſe we can make no Proviſion ; 
but if we are ſufficiently careful, we may 
prevent or counteract thoſe Cauſes, which 1 
believe are the moſt effeCtual to produce or 
increaſe it ; which are, | 

1. Bad Food, ſuch as Cartion; and after 
that no Drink, or elſe putrid filthy Water; 
or, the long continued Want of all Food and 
Drink whatſoever.; by which the animal 


Fluids become ſo acrid, that fome Diſeaſe i is 


inevitable ; and this Fever, Ge. may as pro- 


bably be the Conſequence as any other. 


2. The Cruelty of the vile and vicious 


Sort of Mankind, who take Pleaſure in 


doing Miſchief; but finding no Opportunity 


to hurt their Fellon-cercbres, they vent 


that horrid Paſſion upon theſe. and other 
re by a Variety of the moſt ſhameful 
and ſhocking Acts of favage Barbatity; which 
very often does fo far irritate, or otherwiſe 


act upon them, as to excite and —_ on this 
| Diſeaſe. 
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moſphere, that may diſpoſe to, or bring on 
this Diſorder; ſuch as long continued Drought, 
with great Heat, or intenſe Froſt ; or if theſe 


coincide with the other Cauſes, their Effects 
will be more certain. If we reaſon from 
Analogy, and obſerve how theſe Seaſons act 
upon the human Body, we may alſo under- 


ſtand how theſe Animals are likewiſe affected 


by them. 
It has been alledged, that as Dogs do not 


perſpire, the Defect of that Secretion, in ſome 


Caſes and Seaſons, might cauſe this Diſeaſe; 
but I humbly conceive this to be of little 
Conſequence, in as far as it is natural; and 


as Nature always makes up, for the Want 


or Suppreſſion of one Evacuation, by the 
Increaſe of another. 

When a Dog is ſeized with this Diſorder, 
the Symptoms of it will be obvious to every 
attentive and judicious Obſerver ; there being 
as great an Alteration paſſed upon him, as 3 
violent Diſeaſe can be ſuppoſed to produce, 
In this Conditiod; he does not friſk about; he 


is not fond of, nor does he fawn, upon any 


one, as theſe Animals commonly do when 


healthy; but appears fick, and greatly diſor- 


3 dered. 
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PRAC} Although he is hungry, or r thirſty, 
he takes no Food or Drink, having loft the 
Power of Deglutition, eſpecially. of Fluids. 
Being opprefled with a violent Fever, and 
fevere Pain, his Eyes appear inflamed, and 
bis Looks are wild, or furious; his Ears 
droop, and his Tail is turned Joun towards 
his Belly. His Lungs being diſordered, by 
the Circulation of envenomed Blood ; his 
Fauces, with acrid, poiſoned Saliva Ay Mu- 
cus; and the Larynx inflamed, or ſpaſmodi- 
cally contracted ; he breathes quick, and with 
Difficulty ; to relieve which, he opens his 
Mouth, and puts forth his Tongue, which is 
covered with a yellow Sordes, and frothy 
Matter. The Brain being alſo affected, he 
ſtarts, and barks at his own Shadow; and 
wandering about, not knowing where, he 
ſnaps at, or flies furiouſly, upon any one be 

meets. 

Having briefly pointed out the Cavſes 25 | 
symptoms of this Diſorder in Dogs, that they 
might be prevented, by prudent Care and good 
Management; I proceed to what I princi-' 
pally. intended, which i is to prevent or remedy 
this Diſorder, in ſoch of Mankind as may. 
unfortunately N by them. 
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The Bite of a Mad Dog, confidered only 
as a Wound, differs in nothing from the Bite 
of one that is not ſo; at the firſt, it is not 
attended with, any er be of Pain, 
and heals equally as ſoon ; and therefore it is 
too often neglected. Vet as there · is a Poiſon 
| lodged in the wounded Fleſh in the one Caſe; 
and not in the other, we ſhould not reſt ſes 
cure, but try all poſſible Means, which pro- 
miſe Probability, to draw it forth, Thig 
ſhould be attempted immediately after the 
Accident, without Loſs of Time; for the 
lopger it is delayed, with the more Difficulty 
will it be effected, and its Cena ren- 
dered much more dangerous. 

For this Purpoſe, I humbly propofe the 
Uſe of Glaſſes, provided with a Pump and | 
| | Valves, and of various Shapes, ſo as to be | 
/ conveniently applied to the Surface of any, 1 
Patt or Member of the Body that may be 
kitten; and when there is Occaſion for them, 
put warm Water into the Glaſs, and apply it. 
to the Wound, taking Care that the Water 
be in Contact with, and of ſufficient Quantity 
to coyer it; then draw out the Air, and con- 
tinue the Suction, by the exhauſted Glaſs, 
| till the Water is ſaturated with the Blood or

gices that iflve from it. This done, it will | 
be proper to remove the Glaſs, and waſh the 
Wound with warm Water and a Spunge. 


In applying the Spunge, be very careful not 
to ſqueeze or preſs it upon the Part, but in 


ſuch a Way as it may abſorb any Blood or 
Matter lying about, or oozing from it. Re- 
peat and continue this Operation, till there is 
Reaſon to think the Wound is cleanſed from 
All infectious Matter, Afterwards let every 
thing be done to bring it to Suppuration, 
taking Care it does not loſe or heal, but be 


kept running, till all Apprehienfion of Dan- 


r be over. 
This Operation may alſo be performed, 


ſome Time from this, after the Infliction of 


the Wound; in as much as we have no Cer- 
tainty when this Poiſon is abſorbed, or if a 
confiderable Part of it does rot continue for 
ſome time lurking about the Wound. - Be- 
ſides, it is often obſerved, that before the 
alarming Symptoms come on, there is a ſe- 
vere Pain in arid about the wounded Part, 
which may indicate to us that ſomething he- 
terogeneous is lodged there. In this Caſe, 
it will be neceſſary to open whatever is healed 


| up,

* to give free Vent to the Poiſon, when 1 
the Glaſſes are applied. - 
We are adviſed by ſeveral eminent Au- 
thors to burn and ſcarify the Wound ; but, 
with due Deference to them, 1 beg Leave to 
obſerve, that inſtead of baving any good Ef- 
fects, they are rather productive of very great 
Miſchief ; for, among other Evils to be 
ayoided here, burning does always excite 
ſome Degree of Fever. Beſides, it draws a 
preternatural F lux of Humours to the Part, 5 
which have very bad Conſequences; 
for, inſtead anſwering the Intention of a 
running Ulcer, to evacuate the Poiſon, the 
great Quantity of Fluids thus drawn thither 
7 contaminated, being in Contact with 
: And as by far the greater Part of them 
are reſorbed into the Maſs of Blood, than 
paſſes off by the Ulcer, we may juſtly affirm, 
that, by ſuch Practice, the Diſeaſe will ſpread 
much ſooner over the Syſtem, than otherwiſe 
it could have done, Scarification will have 
the ſame Effet, by expoſing the. Venom to 
a greater Surface, and conſequently to a more 
ſpeedy Abſorption ; and therefore it ſhould 4 
neyer be done, unleſs when the Wound has = 
| been ' © - 
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been neglected at the firſ. and ſuffered to 


heal. | 
As it is an A e Fac, hs 1 in this 


| Cale ſome poiſonous Matter is inſtilled in the 


Wound; and as there are Examples of poi- 
ſoned Wounds being cleanſed by Suction; 1 
propoſe this Method by Glaſſes and Water, 
by the Uſe of which the Wound will diſ- 
charge its Contents, where / the Preſſure of 
the Air is taken off: And as it is probable 


chat this Poiſon is of a ſaline Quality, the 
Water will diſſolve and waſh it away. 


The Practice of ſucking envenomed Wounds 
is not new ; it was ſtrongly recommended by 
the Antients. © Being dictated by Reaſon, and 
agrecable to Nature, it has ſtood the Teſt of 


Ages, and always will be attended with good 


Effects, when uſed with Judgment. The 


old Method of Cupping has this Inconve- 


nience attending; it, that the Air applied to 
the Part is hot and dry, which, in the Na- 
ture of Things, muſt bring on ſome Degree 
of Inflammation, or increaſe it if already 
begun; and therefore it is ſo far unfit for this 
Purpoſe. But in this Way I hope all the 


dh will be obtained, without the

Danger of thoſe Evils that would otherwiſe 
attend it, 


After the recent Wound the next great 


Object of Attention is the Syſtem in general; 


for it is extremely probable, that Part of this 
Poiſon is taken up into the Maſs of Blood, 
notwithſtanding all the Means we can uſe to 


prevent it; and therefore we ſhould be upon 5 


our Guard; to obſerve and ſaſſiſt the Efforts 
of Nature to expel it from therice, which 


- Chiefly will be by Sweat and Urine, To 


this End, Diaphoretics and Diuretics, well 


timed, and judiciouſly applied to different 


Conſtitutions, will be of the utmoſt Service, 
That we may proceed with the greater Cer- 
tainty and Succeſs, it ſhould, among other 


Things, be very particularly inquired into, 


what Method Nature generally takes with 


each Patient to ſeparate from the Habit ſuch 
Humours as are hurtful ; as, whether by 


Sweat or Urine: And which-ever of theſe Eva- 


cuations Nature is moſt prone to, that ſhould 
be the Rule of our proceeding with him. Be- 


ſides, his Conſtitution as to Strength, with his 
particular Habit of Body, are not Things of 
{mall Conſequence; for the Medcines and Ma- 


nagement neceſſary for theſe Purpoſes, being in

| haps be ſerviceable to one, but very, hurtful

Diaphoretics are certainly indicated; the moſt 


efficacious of which are Camphive, and cer- 


tain Preparations of Antimony, as the Anti- 
 monial Wine, or Emetic Tartar ; of which 
Medicines I' propoſe no Formulz, as that 
may be done to far greater Advantage, in 


being adapted to Individuals, by thoſe who 
have the immediate Care of them; only that 


they be given in ſuch Quantity, with ſuch 


Additiogs, and at ſuch Intervals, as to pro- 
duce and maintain a gentle Sweat, It will 
be very proper to begin with weak Doſes, 


and increaſe them by Degrees; for if, by 
over-dofing at the firſt, or any other Mif- 
management, he ſhould be ſet to vomiting, 
the Brain, may be fo far affected thereby, 
as to produce very dangerous Conſequences : 
But if a Sweat is obtained, by the pru- 
dent Uſe of theſe Medicines, let it be kept 
up in Moderation, not only by a well-tim'd

as will ſupport Nature under their Operation, 


and afford Matter for that Secretion ; ; ſuch.

Death. Time, and further Experience, will 
| probably convince us, that all the Benefit 


that is found from this Practice entirely de- 
pends upon bracing up the Habit, and taking 


off Irritability; by means of which, together 
with ſome Peculiarity of Conſtitution, that 
reſiſts, or is not eaſily affected by Contagion, 


ſome few may eſcape the deadly Effects 


of this Poiſon, till Nature by Degrees ſhall 


expel it from the Syſtem, 

The original Intention of cold bathing, 
in Caſes of this Kind, was to carry off (as 
it were by Force) the violent Thirſt, and 


Dread of Water, that the Patient is at 


once tormented with, in the laſt Stage of 


this Diſorder ; and to act in the ſame Way, 


as any other violent Remedy in deſperate 
Caſes, by giving a greater Shock to the 


Diſeaſe than could be done by any other

thoſe who are very forward to adviſe the cold 
Bath in every Caſe of this Kind. From this 


we are led to inquire, how far the preſent 


Practice in theſe Caſes is good, or not. It 


is very common, upon any Accident of this 
Kind, firſt to bleed the Patient, and then 
ſend him to be plunged in cold Water, and 
very often to bleed and bathe every other 
Day. But is not this doing and undoing at 

the ſame Time? I appeal to every one who 
has ſtudied the human Body, who attends to 

Nature, and knows the Effects of theſe Things, 


if a Patient, who is a fit Subject for bleeding, 


be alſo a fit Subject for cold Bathing, and vice 
verſa? Are not their Effects directly oppo- 
ſite? And if ſo, what Advantage can be ex- 
pected from ſuch Practice? May we not rather 
fay, with great Juſtice, that it is empirical, 
abſurd, and dangerous, and has done more 
Miſchief than Good? I am ſorry there 1s 
Occaſion for this Reflection: I profeſs it is 
not from Ill-will to any Perſon whatever,

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but altogether from the Principles of Hu- 


manity, which ſhould oblige every one, not 
only to propoſe and do all the Good he can, 
but likewiſe to oppoſe Whatever he believes 


is hurtful. 


The Aſhes of the River Craw Fiſh, pte- 
pared with white Briony, burnt upon a Cop- 
per Plate, has been held as a Specific in this 
Caſe. That there is any material Difference 
between the Afttes of the Craw Fiſh and any 
other calcined animal Subſtance, I know not; 
the Virtues of this Medicine ſeem altoge= 
ther independent of the Fiſh, and rather 
to be derived from the Copper, Part of 
which might be diffolved by the animal 
and vegetable Salts, arid afterwards ſcraped | 
off the Plate, in collecting the Aſhes: And 


as this Metal is an excellent Medicine to 


promote Urine, and take off Irritability, 


when given in ſmall Doſes, and well diluted, 


the good Effects of it in ſuch Caſes, though 
taken inadvertently, might give Occaſion to 


this Opinion. Was it otherwiſe, the Fiſh 


might have been burnt upon a Stone or Brick, 
with equal Advantage. "This old Preſerip- 
tion is not without its Uſe; we may learn a 


very profitable a | from it, there being ſome

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Caſes of this Kind, where Preparations of 
Copper will be very beneficial. _ 
| Beſides the camphorated or antimonial 
Medicines, the Patient ſhould every Night, 


going to Bed, take at leaſt twenty Grains . 


of the beſt Muſe, in ſuch a Vehicle as is 
agreeable to his Palate, and moſt conducive 


to his Cure, with a plentiful Draught of 


warm Water-gruel, or Lemon-whey, Once 


every fourth or fifth Night, he ſhould have 


a Glyſter, conſiſting of Starch Jelly, with 
about 3 j. 6 of Muſt; and 3 j. of Camphire, 


Upon theſe Nights, the Muſk Julep or Bolus 
may be omitted, if they are diſagreeable; | 


and if his Stomach is ſo weak, or irri- 
table, as not to bear a ſufficient Quantity of 
Medicine, theſe Glyſters ſhould be more fre- 
quently repeated. For this Purpoſe, a Bag 
and Pipe will be but a trifling Apparatus; 


we ſhould rather uſe a Syringe, and ſo manage 
it, that whatever is given this way may pals 
the whole Length of the Cola; by which it 


will have a greater Chance of doing good than 
otherwiſe, being applied to a larger Surface 


and Number of Abſorbents. As it will be a 


Satisfaction for us to know this, we may be 
certain of it, if the Patient deſcribes its Courſe,

feeling it warm, as it runs up that Inteſtine, 
towards the Caput Coli; the Situation of which 
77 PD we are all awaited with. Great Care 
ſhould be taken to prevent it from being 
rejected; and if it is, it ſhould be repeated, 
and the Patient afterwards compoſed to reſt. 
As this is a Caſe that requires more than 
ordinary Attention, it is not every one our 
Patient ſhould be truſted with ; and thereſore 
the Nurſes, or other Attendants employed 
for this Purpoſe, ſhould be Perſons of great 
Sagacity, Tenderneſs, Care, and. Sobriety ; 
and to prevent Accidents, they ſhould, among 
other Things, be very particularly directed 
to watch over the Patient; to obſerve and 
remark how Things go on; to keep his Apart- 
ment at an equal and proper Degree of 
Warmth, which may be regulated by a Ther- 
mometer ; to take off or lay Cloaths upon the 
Bed, as Circumſtances require, ſo that fever- 
iſh Heats may not be excited; that he be not 
melted away with exceſſive Sweats, nor have 
a falutaryEvacuation ſtopt; and that his Food, 
Drink, and Medicines, be all well timed, and 
rightly uſed. His Bed and Body Linen frould 
be frequently changed, for very obvious Rea- 
ſons, and always put on dry and warm. 
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1 Nature is a to throw off the mor- 
bid Matter by the Kidneys, rather than the 
Skin, which we may know by the Quantity, 
Colour, and Sediment of the Urine, then we 

muſt give Diuretics; for which Purpoſe, I 
believe there is none better for People of warm 
Habits, than Nitre, or Salt of Amber, with 
plentiful Draughts of Spring Water, Decoc- 
tions of Mallows, Mallow Roots, or Lemon 
Whey: As theſe Medicines have a manifeſt 
Tendency to calm and moderate the Circula- 
tion, and. diſpoſe the Kidneys to a Secretion 
of Urine, when ſubje& to an Exceſs of Heat, 
Nature will thereby be free from Hurry and 
Oppreſſion, and able to give it off in greater 
Quantity, and 'to much more Advantage. 
The et Diuretics are all impropet for People 
of this Temperament, and muſt be fol- 
lowed with bad Conſequences. While we 
endeavour to promote a Flow of Urine, we 
muſt not loſe Sight of a Diſcharge by the 
Skin; for if Nature turns that Way, we 
muſt forward it by Diaphoretics, and the 
warm Bath, as already mentioned ; which 
may be uſed to great Advantage, even while 
a Diſcharge by Urine is what we are aiming 
at, and principally depending upon; and ler

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proper and neceſlary. Aftet the Muſk: Ju- 
lap, or Bolus, a Draught of weak Cinnamon © 
Water, or Sack Whey, will be of Service; 
to which may be added ſome Drops of Lau- 
danum, if he is uneaſy, or reſtleſs in the 
Night, The Glyſters for theſe People ſhould - 
be ſtrong, as of all others they are more liable 
to be affected with ſpaſmodic Diſorders. 
The warm Bath will be of little Service in 
ſuch Caſes; its Place will be better ſupplied 
with a ſoft, clean, warm Bed, in a dry Situ- 
ation, and the Cloaths thereof to he a 
changed. 
If there is any View of draining off the 
Poiſon by Urine, we may uſe the Tin#, Ve- 
neris, or any other Solution of Copper, in few 
Drops, and largely diluted, gradually 'aug- 
menting the Doſe as it agrees with our Pa- 
tient; or the Rad. & Sem. Bardanæ, or the 
Lichen Cinereus Terreſtris; or, in caſe of a 
damp, cold Atmoſphere, the Pulvis Autilyſ 
ſus, recommended by Dr. Mead; concerning 
which Medicine, I am apt to think, that the 
Quantity of Pepper ordered in its Compoſi» 
tion ſhould not always be the ſame, but va- 
ried; as the natural Heat of our Patient is 
more or leſs below the Standard of Health;

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and 1 believe it would be more efficacious, if 


it were made into a Bolus, with Balſam Ca- 


pivi. I am alſo of Opinion, that Wine Whey 
with this Medicine would ſerve better Pur- 
poſes than Cows Milk, as formerly recom- 
mended. For People of /ax Habits, ſuch 
warm Medicines only are proper, Nitre, 
and watery Drinks, which are uſeful and 
ſalutary to others, will be hurtful to them; 


and inſtead of forwarding, they will obſtruct 


the Work of Nature. | 

It has long been obſerved, that there are 
People of different Conſtitutions, who, when 
under the fame Diſeaſe, require different 
Treatment ; as in Fevers, the Stnall-pox, or 
any other; ſo I believe it will equally 


hold in this alſo: For which Reaſon, I 


have been the more particular upon this 
Point, that all Things may not be done pro- 
miſcuoufly ; it being a well-known Adage, 


„What will cure One, will kill another.“ 


Between the Extremes of Strength and 
Weakneſs, there are great Numbers of People, 
who cannot be called ſtrong, nor yet are they 
weak ; whoſe Blood is of a healthy Con- 
ſiſtence, neither wrought up to an inflam« 


matory

matory Size, nor diflolved into a watery. 
Colluvies. If they ſhould fall into this Cala- 
mity, a middle Way between the former, as 
Nature directs, will be found the moſt bene- 
| ficial ; and what was generally neceſſary in 
the former Caſes, will be proper for them. 

During the Cure, Nature ſhould be ſup- - 
ported in Moderation, with ſuch Diet as is 


of eaſy Digeſtion ; their Drink ſhould .be 


prepared with the fineſt Waters that can be 
got, or newly diſtilled Waters; as they are 
pure and light, and will paſs off by Perſpira- 
tion, with more Eaſe, and in ae r Quan- 
tity, than others. Stagnant, — heavy Wa- 
ters, ſuch as are in Ponds, or tun through 
Clay; as alſo hard Waters, taken from deep 
Wells, impregnated with Selenites, &c. are all 
to be avoided, as they obſtruct every Secre- 
tion, He ſhould likewiſe abſtain from all fer- 
mented and ſpirituous Liquors. The State of 
the Inteſtinal Tube requires alſo a ſtrict Atten- 
tion, that he be kept eaſy and moderate that 
Way, that no Danger may ariſe from Coſtive- 
neſs or from Purging. 

It will be of the higheſt Importance to 
every one in this Condiion, that they be 


kept 
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kept chearful; for, when the Spirits fink, 
the Functions of Nature are prodigiouſſy 
affected; and I make no doubt, but many 
unhappy Patients have 'been deſtroyed this 
Way, not only by that Fear and Terror na- 
tural to them under ſuch a Diſorder, but 
alſo by the gloomy Appearance of thoſe about 
them; whoſe ill Looks, imprudent and ill- 
tim'd Prognoſtics, aggravated their Anxiety, 
and wrovght it up to a Delirium, or ſank 
them into Deſpair, and ſo baſtened their 
End. Wherefore, to' prevent the like, we 
ſhould take ſpecial Care to debar all ſuch 
troubleſome and impertinent Viſitors, who 
will only diſturb them, and retard their Cure. 
As ſoon as the Hydropbobia, or any other dan- 


gerous Symptom, appears, the Caſe is common- 
ly judged deſperate, and all Attempts to remedy 


it ineffectual: Vet, even in this Condition, 
the Patient ſhould not be given over as Joſt ; 
cruelly ſtifled ; bled to Death ; or otherwiſe 


made away with, as has ſometimes been done; 


it ſhould rather excite us to double our Dili- 
gence, and try every thing that has any Chance 
to ſave him. In this Situation, I propoſe the

Spaſms from the Muſcles of Deglutition, 
whence the Hydrophobra ; from the Mem- 
branes and Veſſels of the Brain, whence the 
Delirium. In this Intention, Ather may 
alſo be applied to the Noſe, Head, Throat, 
and Breaſt, with great Advantage. In the 
mean time, Muſk Juleps muſt be plentifully 
. uſed, if the Patient can ſwallow them. Glyſ- 
ters ſhould alſo be frequently given, ſtrongly 
impregnated with Muſk and Camphor. If 
he is very hot, Nitre ſhould be added; if 
very weak and reſtleſs, Opium may be joined 
to theſe; the Quantity of which ſhould be 
increaſed in proportion as he has been uſed 
to it. If the Power of Deglutition be loſt, 
we ſhauld try to ſupport him with Nouriſh- 
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Lulars unneceſſary, too tedious, and tr ;
